Berkeley is sadly in need of a new 
High School and a new City Hall and 
the 
only way these 
buildings ran 
be procured is by issuing bonds. The 
buildings have got to come sooner or 
later and why not now? 
Money is 
very plentiful now in the hands of 
capital, and the capitalists are very 
desirous of letting it out so that it will 
earn something, consequently they are 
offering large 
premiums for bonds. 
Later on this will not be the case and 
bonds will only sell for par. 
Lumber 
and material of all kinds is very cheap 
at the present time and a High School 
and a City Hall could be erected now 


for thousands of dollars less than at 
any time in the past or in the future. 


The 
whole country is waking up and 
progress and improvement are now the 
watchwords. Berkeley cannot afford to 
be in the rear of the procession it must 
be in the front rank. 
This can only 
be done by calling an election and is­ 
suing bonds. 
These bonds will give 
the Board of Trustees and the Board 


of Education plenty of money and the 
property owners will scarcely feel it.

At the present time a great deal of 
money is paid out for sprinkling the

away. 
Berkeley has 120 miles of 
streets which seven carts are now try­ 


ing 
to sprinkle. 
Berkeley 
streets 
should be sprinkled with salt water, 
which would preserve them and make 
them last tor years longer than they do 


now. 
Salt water forms a crust on the 
pavements that becomes as hard as a 
rock, and it takes but very little water 
then to keep them wet. A system of 
pipes could be run over town from 
West Berkeley, where a pumping 
sta­ 
tion could he maintained at small co!>t 
and the streets could then be sprinkled 


At small cost. It would not be neces­ 
sary to use carts, as hose could be at­ 
tached to each stand pipe and two 
blocks be sprinkled 
from each pipe. 


We shall have more to say on this 
question later on.

A Claaslo Performance In the Old Thea­ 
ter at Orange. 


Of Boenery, in the ordinary sense of 
the word, there was none at all. 
What 
we saw was the real thing. In the open­ 
ing scene of "CEdipus," the king, com­ 
ing forward through tho royal portal 
and across the raised platform in the 
rear of the stage, did literally "enter 
from the palace" and did "descend the 
palace 
steps" to the "public place" 
where Creon and the prients awaited 
him. 
It was a direct reversal of the or­ 
dinary effect in the ordinary theater, 
where the play loses in realism because 
a current of necessarily appreciated but 
purposely rejected antagonistic fact nn- 
derruns the conventional illusion and 
compels us to perceive that the palace 
is but painted caiivan, and even on the 
largest stage only Umr or five times aa 
high as the prince. 
The palace at Or­ 
ange, towering up as thongh it would 
touch the very heavens and obviously 
of veritable stone, was a most peremp­ 
tory reality. 


The fortuitous accessory of the trees 
growing close beside the sta#e added to 
the outdoor effect still 
another 
very 
vivid touch of realism, and this was 
heightened by the swaying of the branch­ 
es, and by the gracious motion of the 
draperies, under the fitful pressure of 
tho strong gusts of wind. 
Indeed the 
mistral took a very tolling part in tho 
performance. 
Players less perfect 
in 
their art would have been disconcerted 
by it, but theso of the (,'oincdie Francaise 
wore quick to perceive and to utilize its 
artistic possibilities. 
In the very midst 
of the solemn denunciation of CEdipus 
by Tiresias, the long white beard of the 
blind prophet suddenly was blown up­ 
ward so that his face was hidden and 
his utterance choked by it, and the mo­ 
mentary pause, while he raised his hand 
slowly, and calmly froed his face from 
this chance covering, made a dramatio 
break in his discourse, and added to it a 
naturalness which vividly intensified its 
solemn import. In like manner tho final 
entry of CEdipun, coming from the pal- 
aco after blinding himself, was made 
thrillingly real. 
For a moment, as he 
came upon the stage, the horror which 
he had wrought 
upon himself — his 
ghastly eyesockets, 
his 
blood stained 
face—was visible, and then a gust of 
wind lifted his mantle and flung it about 
his head so that all was concealed, and 
an exquisite pity for him was aroused— 
while he struggled painfully to rid him­ 
self of the incumbrance—by the imposi­ 
tion of this petty annoyance upon his 
mortal agony of b<xly and of soul.—

Definite Points Given That Will 
Enable 
One to Play the Uaine. 


For pleasure, puro and simple, seven 
handed euchre clubs may bo cited as 
models. The game is played with a full 
pack of cards, and the joker is used. 
Seven cards are dealt to each player, 
giving first three and then four and 
leaviug fonr on the table. 
This quartet 
is dubbed "the widow. " 


The player on the left of the dealer 
makes the first bid of 3, 8, 4, 5, 6 or 7 
tricks, naming the suit, the highest bid 
getting it. The bidding is dono in turn. 
The person who secures the bid then 
selects three other players—partners— 
thus pitting four against three. 
If the 
bidder wins, he and his partners each 
count the amount bid. If he fails, he is 
euchred, and the three opponents count 
each the amount bid. 
While one can 
play a quiet, steady game, taking no 
risks, and holding high cards or the 
joker play for a euchre, the spirit of ex- 
tremo feminine politeness engendered 
by this fad of the hour requires that a 
person holding the joker should bid the 
limit, seven, thereby always introduc­ 
ing an element of chance in the contest 
and giving each one more show. 


Prizes are played for. A certain num­ 
ber of points gained can be the limit or 
a given period of time as agreed upon. 
The one holding the highest number of 
points at the decisive moment wins. — 
Philadelphia Press. 


Housekeeping at Samoa. 
Via. 
Robert Louis Stevenson says that 
housekeeping in Samoa was not so idyl­ 
lic as it might seem. Her supplies came 
from New Zealand or Australia once a 
month, so that if she wanted a bottle of 
bluing or a bag of flour, for instance, 
she had to send half across the Pacific to 
get it.

great, Mrs. Stevenson says, as .living on 
a corresponding scale in San Francisco. 
As for society, "there's more of it to the 
square inch in Samoa than in any other 
place I know," says Mrs. Stevenson, but 
it appears to be largely of the living 
picture kind.

SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property o«ncd by such person." 


Under sections 429 lo 434 every person 
who refuses to £ive hi-, own name or the 
name of any |>erson in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstruct- the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a liny of $51x3 01 imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

We ourselves received 100 
guineas for our advice, but the husband 
must have spent over 25,000 in adopt­ 
ing onr hints as to mode of living, and 
he tells us that what he has got for it is 
worth double as much. "—Philadelphia 
Press.
